Botler Explosion aad Loss of Life. 

On Friday at 9 o'clock, the steam boiler in the India 
Rubber manufactory of L. M Ware, on Fountain street, 
Providence, R. |. exploded with dreadful effect. The 
builer, twenty feet long by two feet diameter, was 
thrown out of the building, and over the houses on 
the opposite side of the street.
